Star Fleet Academy, and explored the 
early relationships to the later crew. 
David Loughery (who co-wrote Trek VI 
wrote the script with Bennfett (viho was to 
direct the new feature)', an exploration of 
racial Issues that also featured Kirk's first 
love and her tragic death. 

Bennett left the Trek production when It 
was decided to bring back the original 
cast, whom the 60-year old man charac¬ 
terized at "the Over-The-Hill Gang." 
Nicholas Meyer was then brought in to 

was a love story for Spock. According to 
leaks, original plans called for Spock to 
marry the pregnant Saavlk in the film, with 
a very young Picard making a cameo 
appearance at the end-of-the-movie 
wedding. However, given the dates of 
Meyer's original script (first draft 
12/28/90), this was obviously calculated 
misinformation to a Trek-hungry press to 
throw them off the track. Actress Robin 
Curtis has not even been approached to 
reprise her Saavik role. 

Trek VI began production in April, working 
from a script by Meyer and Denny Martin 
Flinn, from a story Idea by Meyer and 
Leonard Nimoy.

After a tense Initial meeting with 
the Klingons aboard the 
Enterprise . it appears that Kirk 
and the ’ Enterprise have opened 
fire on the Klingon's ship, killing 
Gorkon and most of the crew. 
General Chang (Christopher 
Plummer), Brigadier Kerla, and 
Gorkon's daughter, Azetbur 
(Rosanna DeSoto), arrest Kirk and 
McCoy for the murder of Gorkon 
and the others, and take them to 


the Klingon home world for trial,

Probably more Starslammers, which you have heard 
of, and then two or three other projects that I just 
haven’t done yet.

LOUISE: It almost feels like this multiple packaging 
gimmick is a pyramid scheme.

And the dealers are 
going to be stuck with 20 billion copies.

(Sd, I think. I guess that's fantasy — contemporary 
fantasy, not swordand-sorcery stuff. 

WIZARD: How about you, Weezie? 

LOUISE: I have an idea for a sort of anthropological 
science-fiction series I'd like to do. I’d like to do some 
romance stories — teenage romance, modern re 
mance, historical romance. I don’t really know that 
there's a market for them right now. 

WIZARD: That’s interesting. I've been arguing that I 
I thought there should be a market for a romance 
\ novel in the graphic format. As somebody said, “Forty 
I or 50 pages of the same art as is on the covers of all 
I those bodice-rippers. They oughta love that I" 

LOUISE: I think so too. I haven’t really pursued this,

LOUISE: Actually, I was told that these things were 
shown tobook distributors and they said they weren’t 
interested. That’s why the Harlequin stuff wasn’t 


At our local bookstore, which sells some comics, the 
owners suggested Archie comics — because the 
mothers come in and buy every Archie comic they 
can get their hands on to send to kids at camp, for 
example. Thafsthe market—the Sweet Valley High 
market, the Babysitters Club market. That's the 
market that would buy teenage romance comics. 

WIZARD: Is part of the problem that the artists — 
with exceptions like Wilshire—have lost the touch for 
this stuff? 

LOUISE: Those guys don't want to do romance 
comics, they want to do superheroes. There are a lot 
of people out there who want to do romance comics, 
but there's not place for them. All they'd have to do, 

I think, is start publishing a few and people would be 
coming out of the woodwork with one wonderful style 
after another for them.
